Representative Underwood, the Dem- 
ocratic leader, succeeded in carrying 
through the Smith-Lever cotton fu- 
tures tax amendment by a vote of 171 
to 161. 

Democrats and Republicans alike 
voted on this without regard to party 
and a large portion of the Democratic 
membership from Southern States 
joined in the vigorous demand that 
the whole subject be carried over to 
another session of Congress. 

The cotton futures tax question now 
rests entirely with the Senate. The 
house concurred in the Clark amend- 


Underwood plan as another amend- 
ment. Unless the Senate accept this 
change which has the indorsement of 
the President, the whole cotton futures 
lan will again have to be considered 
the joint Conference Committee and 
again reported to beth houses of Con- 
gress for action. 

Mr. Underwood admitted he would 
have preferred to have the cotton 
futures question dealt with separately, 
butsaid the compromise amendment 
would be greatly preferable to the 
Clark amendment but the former 
would regulate cotton exchanges while 
the latter simply tried to tax gambling 
in futures out of existence.

There is much inter- 
esting matter in the hosiery sched- 
ules of the new tariff bill. As the ball 
now stands, the duties determined 

upon will be as follows:

The imports of this class reach $762,- 
050 annually. Under the agreement 
reached by the conferees these hose 
will be taxed 50 per cent. al valorem. 

The value of stockings above the 
$1.36 class yearly imported is $1.,- 
200,000. They also wi be taxed 60 
per cent. with average duty imposed 
under the existing law on all hosiery 
at 72.66 per cent. 

The conferees claim, as a result of

47% per cent, Even at this rate, how- 
ever, it is not figured by experts that 
there will be any great increase in im- 
portation. 

The discrimination in favor of the 
hosiery interests is the more appar- 
ent when the hosiery rates are com- 
pared with those imposed upon cot- 
ton knit goods, such as underwear, 
shirts, and the like. These * 
of the same material as the ordinary 
hose, carry a flat rate of 30 per cent. 
Senator Simmons, chairman of the 
Conference Committee, said today that 
this duty was adopted because «a 
graduated schedule d been provid- 
ed for hosiery, while a flat rate had 
been adopted for knit goods. He did 
not state why there is a graduated 
schedule for hosiery and not a gradu- 
ated schedule for other cotton wear. 

The cotton hose manufacturers also 
have “put one over” when the treat- 
ment extended to silk and woolen hose 
fe considered. Woolen hose will be 
taxed at 40 per cent. ad valorem, if 
valued at over $1.20 a dozen pairs, and 
at 30 per cent. if under $1.20. Sen- 
ator Simmons declares a 40 per cent. 
tax on wool fs a higher tax than 50 
per cent. on cotton. Just how he 
reaches this conclusion is not under- 
stood by experts. 

Bilk hose will bear a rate of 50 per 
cent., the same as all classes of cot- 
ton hose. Mr. Simmons claims this is 
a relatively higher rate, silk being a 


luxury.

In its preperation the House en- 
deavored to place the lightest possible 
rate upon articles intended for the 
household. In the long conference 
which has just ended I was one of 
the conferees on the part of the 
House, and whenever we found that 
the Senate had reduced the tax below 
the House rate. on any article for 
household use the policy of the Demo- 
cratic conferees was to agree at once 
to the reduction without any discus- 
sion or debate. | 

The bill is Democratic. It was 
framed by the Democratic members of 
the Ways and Means Committee of 
the House; it was revised by the Dem- 
ocratic caucus of the Senate; the 
agreement between the House and the 
Senate was affected by the Democratic 
conferees of both houses and the Re- 
publican conferees, including the Pro- 
gressive party conferees, refused to 
sign our report.

Based upon the finding of a Gore- 
ner's jury yesterday, the District At- 


torney’s office announces that, it will 
institute a rigid — the 
incident to the death of Rebecea Dil- 
lehay, 13-year-old daumhtee of Dr. D. 
W. Dillehay, Who died at the Cablifor- 
nia Hospital. 

Rebecca Dillehay, ving with her 
parents at No. 1853 West Twenty-fifth 
street, fell on the sidewalk near her 
home Saturday evening, eustaining a 
five-inch laceration on the anterior 
portion of the left leg. She was hur- 
ried to the California Hospital, where 
she expired while under the Influence 
of anésthetics and before the surgeons 
were prepared to operate. 

Following the testimony adduced at 
the inquest yesterday, the following 
verdict was returned: 

“We, the jury, find that Rebecca 
Dillehay came to her death by rea- 
son of a foreign substance in the 
trachea, causing suffocation. And we, 
the jury, find that the suffocation 
causing death was occasioned by a 
too-hastily-given anesthetic, before 
the deceased had been properly pre- 
pared to receive it.” 

Dr. C. L. McClish, under whose per- 
sonal supervision preparations for op- 
erating were made, did not obey the 
subpoena issued by the Coroner and 
was not at the inquest. Dr. C. E. 
Stoner, the family physician of the 
Dillehay family, who arrived after the 
anesthetic had been administered, 
was one of the principal witnesses, as 
was also Autopsy Surgeon Maisch. 

“Tf ever there Was a case where a 
complete investigation should be 
made, this appeals to mo as being 
that case, Deputy District Attorney 
Shannon, who was at the inquest, 
said last nicht. “The facts brought 
out im the Inquest are such that they 
cannot be ignored by the District At- 
torney’s office, I hardly «now what 
to say of it. The facts and er- 
cumstances surrounding the death of 
that child to me seem damnable. 
There. certainly will be a thorough 
investication. There is a very strong 
probability of a criminal action in the 
matter.”

This is in addition to the $230,000 
that is to be eapended by the com- 
pany in erecting a six-story office 
building at No. 622 South Hill street. 
11 is also independent of large appro- 
priations ,which are to be made in 
the near future for additional facili- 
ties in half a hundred towns in Seuth- 
ern California. 

The division of the expenditures is 
as follows: Additional cables, 155, 
000; new toll board, $100,000, and ex- 
tension of facilities in business dis- 
trict, $96,000. 4 

An additional expenditure in this 
city, as yet impossible to estimate, 
is included under an appropriation 
of $306,000 for connecting 18,000 ad- 
ditional stations throughout the 
State. As 8200 telephone stations 
have been connected by the company 
in this city in the past year, this 
city’s prependerant participation in 
the $306,000 appropriation is as- 
sured, 

“We find ourselves confronted with 
a civic and suburban growth that has 
exceeded all prophecies,” said Com- 
mercial Superintendent Mason yes- 
terday. “Consequently, the appro- 
priations made at this time are the 
direct outgrowth of a demand that 
threatens to overtax the facilities of 
the company.. I might also say that 
the appropriations are the outgrowth 
of an intensive study of the imme 
diate requirements of the Los An- 
Seles main office.”

SANTA ANA, Sept. 30.—The steady 
growth of Santa Ana is, emphasized 
by the figures turged in today by City 
Superintendent of Schools J. A. 
Cranston for the enroliment of the 
schools for yesterday, opening day.

Sunset Boulevard Proceedings 
| Are Abandoned. 


Public Works Board Sustains 
Principal Objections. 


Improvement in New Form to 
Be Undertaken. 


The Board of Public Works de- 
cided yesterday to recommend to 
the City Council the abandonment of 
proceedings for the improvement of 
Sunset boulevard, from Main street 
to Marion avenue. 

This action does not mean that 
the board proposes to do nothing to- 
wards bettering conditions on this 
street. It plans instead new proceed- 
ings that will eliminate the proposed 
heavy cuts under the old plan. 


the Council today, says: 

The fill at the intersection of Sun- 
set boulevard and North Broadway 
should be the least possible to con- 
form with the needs of the North 
Broadway tunnel. Any excessive fill 
does damage to the property on 
North Broadway from Sunset boule- 
vard to Ord street, and from North 
Broadway toward New High street. 


and is not justified except in the ne- 
cessity of meeting the requirements 
of the North Broadway tunnel. 

The cuts in the present order, be- 
tween Teed and Hill streets, and 
between Bunker Hill and Figueroa 
streets, are excessive, unnecessary 
and unduly damaging to the property 
fronting on the streets at those 
points.

FIRST PROSECUTION. 


Judge Suspends Sentence With 
General Warning in Ten-Foot Limit 
Auto Case. 


Robert Johnson, arraigned in Po- 
lice Judge White's court yesterday, 
charged with a violation of the new 
ordinance which compels drivers of 
vehicles to stop ten feet behind a 
standing car, was placed on probation 
for one year.

‘Students’ Concert. 


EVELOPMENT OF 
SELF-RELIANCE. 


YOUNG SOLOISTS OF SEVEN bis- 
‘CARD MUSIC SCORES. 


For those who are fond of flowers, 
the planting of the seed and the 
watching of its growth into a blossom- 
ing shrub are an exquisite pleasure. 
To a far greater degree is the gradual 
esthetic development of the child 
and its unfolding. Students’ concerts 
and graduating exercises constitute 
floral exhibitions forever new and at- 
tractive. 

Because of It, I was attracted to the 
322nd student concert of the 
Stein Academy of Music at the Gamut 
Club Auditorium last night—some- 
what puzzled, to be frank, by the an- 
nouncement. Academies and conser- 
vatories, the world over, are less gen- 
erous with public recitals and the 
number given on the programme 
would indicate a hoary antiquity. A 
handsome publication issued from the 
Von Stein Press, indicating that the 
academy has not only invaded _the 
choral, piano forte, violin field, Fur 
the one of percussion, wood and brass 
instruments as well as the typo- 


graphical—sets forth that the students 
can be heard fifty-two times each year 
and that this is accomplished always 
sinee the foundation of the institution, 
eight years ago. 

Parents, friends and admirers had 
shown their desire to come and ap- 
plaud the young artists as the audi- 
torium was crowded almost uncom- 
fortably. 

Thirty-five children succeeded one 
another in rapid succession. The 
most admirable feature of this stud- 
ents’ concert. was that not one of 
them, who appeared as soloists, u- 4 
a musical score. It is only within 
recent yearg that the most eminent 
musicians have discaraed the use of 
the score; vocalists, not knowing what 
to do with their hands, as the Anglo- 
Saxon method of singing in refined 
recital forbids the use of hands to 
express emotion, retain a sheet of 
music in their fingers for comfort's 
sake. 

This practice of self-reliance and 
exercise of memory is an excellent in- 
novation for children as young as Most 
of the performers. 

The opening numbers were Rubin- 
stein’s “The Angel" and Smieton's 
„Oer the Rippling River“ by twenty- 
two young girls who compose a choral 
society for the pleasure of learning 
ensemble singing. 

The programme was largely made 
up of piano solos, piano ensembles, 
violin solos and ensemble for violins. 
While the second part of the concert 
was, as is usual, given to more ad- 
vanced students. Miss Robyn Oliver, 
Ruth Whittington, Ethel Blocklinger, 
Helen Swain, Martha \. Spangler, 
Evelina Syrett, Laura Tallman, Louise 
Carroll, Loretta Payson, Reta Mitchell 
and others with one talented young- 
ster, Dorsey Whittington, as the only 
male plano virtuoso, the first part was 
far more interesting. ; 

Arthur Kerr, earnest and business- 
like, attacked “Slumber Song without 
hestitation and bowed gracefully; he 
is about 8; Hazel Von Stein proved a 
little disturbed by the weight of re- 
sponsibility in negotiating a Bee- 
thoven's sonata, quite excusable for 
one barely 7; Martha Mateer, some- 
what overpowered by wondrous but- 
terfiy bows of wide white ribbon, gave 
Karganoft's “Am Bache,“ while 
Beatrice Seigenberg played most 
earnestly Von Wüm's “Frolics.” 
Musical aptitude in these children 
was delightfully shown in all its na- 
tural simplicity of earnestness, tem-

Distinguishing Individuality Which 
Is Stamped on His Crime. 

{London Times: 1 The new system 
at detecting criminals is based upon 
the facts that the crimmal class is 
composéd of many classes and sub- 
classes, and that each subclass is 
composed at least of individual human 
beings, each with a distinct and dis- 
tinguishing individuality of his own. 
The criminal is an artist in his own 
department and stamps his individu- 
ality on his crime. 

If this seems on the face of it un- 
likely, it is easy to show that certain 
crimes of widely different nature 
never are and never could be com- 
mitted by the same criminal. The 
tramp who snatches linen from a 
hedge, or the area sneak who steals 
the milk cans, could not be a fraud- 
ulent trustee or company promoter; 
nor could the fraudulent trustee pick 
a pocket, nor would he steal the milk 
cans. The truth is manifest enough 
in the case of crimes so different, but 
it ie still true of crimes much more 
alike. The mumping sailor with his 
false tale of shipwreck could not 
change places with the bogus parson 
or doctor with his false tale of hav- 
ing been robbed or lost his purse. 
The welcher and the racecourse thief 
both carry on their operations on the 
turf, but they never exchange parts; 
the man who passes base coin does 
not pass flash banknotes; the railway 
thief is not a hotel thief, and vice 
versa.

“Mary Magdalene” Falls 
Short of “Magda.” 


A Good Spectqcle, but No 
Life to It. 
Sounds Note of Drama Not 
Yet Arrived. 


Mary Magdalene does not compare 
with “The Terrible Meek.” There- 
fore I shall not com them. 
Maeterlinck understands Mary Mag- 
dalene. Mr. Maeterlinck ha wonder- 
ful man. He knows what is meant by 
a great many of his plays, but when 
he wanted to write something for 
his own wife he forgot symbolism and 
blue roses and got down to business 
with a good old fashioned melo-drama 
which no one could possibly spoil. 
That was Mona Vana and it has noth- 
ing to do with the subj@ct now under 
discussion. 

I repeat that Mr. Maeterlinck is 
a wonderful man. He knows all 
about bees, which | appreciate as one 
who has often been stung.

REDONDO BEACH, Sept. 30.— 
After an absence of twenty-four years, 
‘William T. Fitzpatrick, Jr., of this 
aity, visited his aged father, W. T. 
Fitzpatrick, Sr., at his home in Mt. 
Sterling, Ky., and found that for four- 
teen years his father had hunted in 
vain for him to share his wealth with 
im. The story of the reunion of 
father and son and the incidents tead- 
ing up to it sound like-a moving pic- 
ture scenario. 
W. T. Fitzpatrick, Jr., proprietar 
of: La Neptune apartments, the 
Phoenix and ‘the Emerald House of} 
this beach, returned today from Mt. 
Sterling and Lexington, Ky., where he 
visited his father, a wealthy land- 
owner of the Blue Grass country of 
Kentucky. The old Kentuckian had 
not seen his son since the child was 6 
years old, and harassed and perse- 
cuted by relatives seeking to secure 
his wealth for years, had given up 
the search for the boy in the West. 
Tie had been adjudged incompetent 


and lands. And the old man, help- 
less in his trouble, saw his money ap- 
propriated by strangers. 

When Fitzpatrick, Jr., was but two 
years old his father and mother sep- 
arated and later Mrs. Fitzpatrick 
went to Farmington, Ark., where she. 
married a man named Lyons. Young 
Fitzpatrick was given the name of 
Lyons and until the death of his 
mother, when he was 15 years of age, 
he- had not heard of his father in 
Kentucky. When told of his true 
parentage he wrote to his father and 
received a letter telling him to come 
back to Kentucky and receive an edu- 
cation. But young Fitzpatrick chose 
to go West and went to Albuquerque, 
N. M., although he then took the 
name of Fitzpatrick. He. however,

REDONDO BREACH MAN WILL GET 
HALF MILLION. 


Story Which Reads. Ine the 
Scenario of a Moving Picture De- 
velops When Son Goes East to 
Find His Réative—Will Welcome 
the Harvard and Yale. 


REDONDO BEACH, Sept. 30. —

Prosecution Produces Evidence that 

Woman at Santa Cruz Did 

Not Take Poison or Shoot Herself. 

‘BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SANTA CRUZ (Cal.) Sept. 30.—Un- 
covering new evidence in his posses- 
sion, Dist.-Atty. B. K. Knight, in mak- 
ine his opening address today to the 
jury that will try Nikolas Tsakonas 
for the murder of Mrs. Despina Watt 
three months ago, said that the prose- 
cution would prove that Mrs. Watt did 
not poison herself and that she could 
tt have inflicted the gunshot wounds 
in her body. Tsekonas told the of- 
ficers after the shooting that the Watt 
woman had been taking morphine 
during the day and that at night. aft- 
er administering an overdose with in- 
tent to take her life, she told him to 
kill himself with a revolver, which he 
tried ta do. | 

Knight informed the jury that a 
chemical analysis of the contents of 
the Woman's stomach failed to show 
any trace of morphine and that bul- 
let holes in the walls of the room in 
which the shooting occurred indicated 
that ft would have been impossible for 
Mrs. Watt to have fired the shots. 

That Tsakonas planned the elope- 
ment from San Francisco with Mrs. 
Watt a week before the tragedy and 
that he pawned some of his effects to 
buy the revolver, is part of the case 
of the State. 

Judge D. L. Phillips of Hanford, 
who was a guest at the hotel where 
the shooting took place, was the first 
Witness today. He testified that the 
assistant manager of the hotel had 
given him torn pieces of paper found 
in the room occupied bv the defend- 
ant and Mre. Watt, which, when prop- 
erly arranged, were found to contain 
the address of J. A. 8. Watt of San 
Francisco, husband of the woman.

PURCELL WILL. 
BROTHER-IN-LAW SUED.
